Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Discussed 
amending claims 24-25, 34-35, 38, and 41 to state "containing" instead of "based on" to avoid ambiguity. Discussed 
other various formalities. Discussed rejoining all claims possible. Examiner explained that only process of making 
claims, i.e. 38-39, may be rejoined based on the allowed product. 

Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(b), claims 38-39, directed to the process of making or using the 
allowable product, claims 40-41 , drawn to a membrane reactor, and claims 42-44 drawn to a method for oxidizing a 
reactant gas, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and 
fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. Claims 45 has not been rejoined, because it is an improper use 
claim and it does not recite any method steps.
